4. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2, 4-8 and 11-19, the examiner found no 

reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an optical isolation device comprising 

an optical channel having a first and second end and a signal generator adjacent the second end 

powered by electrical power from a detector, the signal generator transmitting signals through 

the optical channel in response to input from a remote isolated circuit at the second end, the input 

being generated by a user of the remote isolated circuit as recited in independent claims 1 and 71 . 

5 As per claims 62, 71 and 73 and dependent claims 61 and 63-69, the examiner, found 

no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an optical isolation device 

comprising an actuator controlled by a controller and wherein a source circuit controller 

responds to an electrical signal by causing the actuator to perform a task corresponding to the 

input signal from the remote circuit as recited in independent claim and 73. 
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6. The Examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an 
optical isolation device comprising a sensor for producing signals for controlling equipment in 
response to transmitted optical signals as recited in independent claim 71. 

7. The Examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a 
method of electrically isolating a remote circuit from a controller comprising the step of 
converting a transmitted second light signal to an electrical input signal for a controller to cause 
the controller to perform a task corresponding to the remote circuit electrical output signal as 
recited in independent claim 62.
